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RAF TRACKS MYSTERY CRAFT OVER NORTH SEA 


24,000mph UFO 
buzzes Britain 


THE RAF has tracked a UFO 
'as big as a battleship’ off the 
coast of Britain, military 
sources revealed yesterday. 
They said the massive craft was 
tracked flying In a zig-zag pattern 
at 17.000mph over the North Sea. 
It then accelerated to 24.000mph 
and zoomed off towards the 
Atlantic. 

The Dutch air force also tracked the 
UFO. but two F-16 fighters scrambled 
to intercept the object were unable to 
keep up, It is claimed. 

RAF oincials are said to be baffled 
by the object, spotted by the Ministry 
Of Defence long-range listening sta¬ 
tion on Pylingdales moor in North 
Yorkshire. 

'It was definitely under control, 
judging by the various manoeuvres 
executed.' said a source. 'It appeared 
to be triangular and was around the 
size of a battleship laboul 900/1 longt.’ 

Radar records of the craft are due 
to be presented to science and mili¬ 
tary experts from around the world, 
who will examine how to exploit 
space for military purposes at a con¬ 
ference at RAF College. Cranwell. 
Lincolnshire, in June. Other tapes of

the UFO - thought to have been 
made dunng the last two years - are 
being withheld because they give too 
much information about the radar 
base's scanning ability. 

However, military chiefs may 
release a second series of tapes, 
reported to show 12 UFOs changing 
shape in mid-flight. 

While the 'battleship' UFO is most 
likely to be an experimental aircraft 
or a sighting caused by a freak 
weather effect, UFO watchers 
believe it Is further evidence that the 
Earth IS being visited by alien cralt. 

The popularity of TV series such as 
the X-Flles has rekindled interest in 
flying saucers and conspiracy theo¬ 
ries In recent years. 

A spokesman for the Fortean 
Times, the journal devoted to UFOs, 
psychic phenomena and the para¬ 
normal. said; ‘The vast majority of 
strange objects seen in the sky have 
a more down-to-earth explanation. 
But most UFO investigators would 
be very interested in seeing these 
tapes.' The latest theory gaining 


popularity among some dedicated 
UFO watchers is that the military 
deliberately release stories about 
UFOs as a 'smokescreen' - and that 
witnesses are really seeing top- 
secret experimental aircraft. 

The base at RAF Fylingdales has 
been watching the skies since the 
endoftheCold War. Alarge pyramid- 
shaped. 360-degree radar has now 
replaced the gigantic landmark 'golf 
balls' tracking system. 

The base has concentrated on 
tracking satellites and pieces of 
space junk circling the Earth.

UFO RESEARCHERS beUeve 
they had a close encounter 
when they saw bright lights 
hovenng over moorland. 

The pair were stopped in 
their Cracks by two bright iights 
hovering above the hiUa 
between Cowling and Utley. 

Amazingly, the researchers 
were on their way home from 
seeing a man who claims to 
have been abducted by strange 
beings. 

The members of the 
Internaaonal UFO Research 
Network were just outside 
Skipton when they pulled their 
car in to the side of the road to 
get a better look at the smige 
lights. As one of the 
researchers, Russell Kellett, 
prepared to take a picture of 
the lights the batteries in hla 
camera failed. In the few sec¬ 
onds it took him to fit new bat¬ 
teries the huge craft vaiuahed 
before their eyes. 

He explains: “At first we 
thought it could have been 
somethmg like car lights. When 
we got closer to it we could see 
two very bright lights moving 
in front of each other. Prom 
what we could see the craft 
must have been twice the size 
of ajumbo jet’ 

The encounter with the mys¬ 
terious object cook place last 
Wednesday, April 8. at 11.16pm 


and lasted for two nunutes. 

It was an incredible night for 
the researchers who were on 
the way back from seeing a 
man in Bamoldswick who 
claims he was abduct^ from 
his home by strange beings. 

According to Russell, a simi¬ 
lar craft was spotted on Feb¬ 
ruary 2 by people in Yorkshire 
and Lancashire.. On each occa¬ 
sion the mystery object was 
not detected by radar. 

He says: 'We try to see if we 
can link together reported ind- 
dents and predict where the 
next one will be. There are 
mote people willing to believe 
us than there used to be. and 
we are constantly coming 
across things which we have 
no explanation for.* 

Since the turn of the century 
the moors around Keighley 
have held a magnetic attraction 
for soarge phenomena, with 
reports of UPO si^idngs - -rt" g 
back to 1908. Some experts 
believe the areas of high UFO 
activity can be linked to 
andent bunal sites and areas 
where there are fault lines in 
the ground. Oiheis believe 
many UFO sightings are of top- 
secret aircraft being tesi-flown 
from bases in the north of 
England by the British and 
Amencan govenunems. 

Anyone who believes they 
have seen a UFO can contact
